S tan w ix , July 11.—The party who 
went in pursuit of the Mexican, Ven­ 
tura, who committed the cold-blooded 
murder of G. R. Whistler at Burke’s 
Station on the "Hi insf., returned on 
the nipht of the Oth with the prisoner. 
They captured him near the copper 
mines, sixty miles south of here in the 
direction of Sonora. 
When Col. Woolsey’s party camo 
upon the murderer he was on foot, 
having ridden down his own horse, as 
well us that of the stage company, 
which he took with him. Ventura at 
once showed fight and attempted to 
escape. After some twenty shots had 
been fired at him, one of the pursuing 
party got down from his horse and 
took aim, shooting him through the 
leg, when his capture was speedily 
effected. He begged his captors not 
to kill him, and they assured him 
they did not wish to kill him, but to 
lake him prisoner. On disarming him 
it was found that his six-shooter had 
hut one load in it, and the nipple of 
the loaded chamber had no cap upon 
it. He had t h reate re 1 to shoot when 
they first came upon him as a despúl­ 
ate attempt to frighten them. The 
captors at once started hack with their 
prisoner, and as there was no extra 
horse the party rode hy turns and put 
Ventura on horseback. They arrived 
at Burke’s Station at 10 o’clock on 
the night of the 9th insr., and turned 
the prisoner over to the proper author­ 
ities. 
When arrested Ventura acknowl­ 
edged having done the bloody deed, 
and when brought in he was recog­ 
nized by Mr. \V. Matlock, the stage 
driver, who escaped on the day of the 
murder. The prisoner also had in his 
possession when taken, the clothes 
which he had stolen from the station. 
On searching his person but ten dol­ 
lars was found, which he had secreted 
in his left hoot. 


L A T ER . 
Stanw ix, July ll.—The search of 
the prisoner, Ventura’s person having 
been concluded, and His guilt having 
been fully established, ho was then 
taken by a party of citizens who had 
rssembled from various Stations and 
put into a wagon (he being unable to 
waik on account of his wounds) and 
conveyed to a tree which was at a con­ 
venient distance, where he was quiet­ 
ly hung. He would not make any 
further confession at the place of exe­ 
cution—the only won's spoken by 
him when the rope was being adjusted 
about his neck were, in his native 
tongue, “My friends, I have nothing 
to say.” He met his fate without lur- 
z-t her word or sign. 
The party who trailed this murderer 
over tlie mountainous counlry and ef­ 
fected his capture deserve too hearty 
thanks of the whole community; they 
have well earned the reward that was 
offered for his capture. 
So ends this bloody chapter, and an­ 
other desperado lias gone from our 
gaze. 
T u c s o n , July 10.—Last night, about 
9 o’clock, Refiigio Rivena, a Mexican, 
went to the house of a countrywoman 
named Refugia Marques and stabbed 
her in the neck and body with a large 
butcher knife, killing her instantly. 
Constable Espurza.in arresting Rivena 
soon afterward, was stabbed and seri­ 
ously wounded in three places, one of 
t lie cuts being on the neck near the 
jugular vein. 
Coroner Warder has 
just held an inquest on the body of the 
murdered woman. Rivena is in jail, 
and is to be examined before Judge 
Osborne at 10 o’clock this morning. 
'Jlie murderer is about twenty years 
of age and bears a bad reputation. 
He was drunk when he killed the 
woma n. 
P rescott, July 10.—The companies 
of the Twenty-third Infantry that 
lately marched from Verde and Whip­ 
ple lor the Colorado river were caught 
in a terrible storm of rain and hail 
last night, while camped near Ameri­ 
can Ranch. Their tents were blown 
down and baggage and stores swept 
away by the torrent that came tearing 
through their camp. 
Although there 
were no lives lost, there were many 
narrow escapes, the water in the road 
frequently being so deep that the 
horses were compelled to swim.

Hardly one can be picked up that does 
not contain an account of one, or sev­ 
eral, new enterprises in the agricul­ 
tural, manufacturing, or commercial 
way. 
It is evident that like the 
Athenians of old, the people of Cal­ 
ifornia have a hankering after new 
things. The number of agricultural 
experiments being made is especially 
large. 
And it is noticeable that most 
of the experiments turn out well. 
Tobacco, ramie, and cotton are fast 
getting out of the experimental stage, 
and in a few years give solid promise 
of becoming established industries. 
Any one who reads our • Progress of 
the Interior’ for a few months, will 
become convinced that the people of 
the State are keeping their weather 
eye open to the main chance, and have 
no intention of letting outsiders walk 
otT with the profits, if they themselves 
can manage to keep them. 
Our or- 
churdists, particularly, are showing an 
appreciation of the benefits of doing 
one’s own work. All over the State 
they have, within 
the 
past 
few 
months, been clubbing together and 
setting up fruit-drying machines. 


The Grangers' Bank. 


Although the shetne from its incep­ 
tion met with a studied, systematic 
opposition from those whose monopo­ 
lies its success would destroy, the 
Grangers’ Bank proposition continues 
to meet public favor, and so far as it 
has assumed shape, is entirely satis­ 
factory to the projectors and all in 
whose interests it is intended to oper­ 
ate. To establish and carry into suc­ 
cessful operation a business requiring 
such an amount of capital and such 
extensive and various preparations as 
the Grangers’ State Bank, requires 
time not only in the carrying out of 
details hut on the part of those intend­ 
ing to deposit their money in its 
vaults. The friends of the bank hav­ 
ing money in other institutions must

It is intended to 
be unlike any other bank in the world 
in this respect: its funds will be de­ 
voted to the task of doing the greatest 
good to the greatest number. 


Gratuitous Advice. 


The Grangers are doing well in one 
respect; they are the recipients of a 
vast deal of advice from a class of men 
who in former days never said any­ 
thing to the farmer except to inform 
him that what he had to sell was 
down to nothing—a drug on the mar­ 
ket—and what he wished to purchase 
was very high—was in fact hard to 
find at any price. The middleman— 
the good citizen who studied nine 
months in the year to get up a ring on 
something the faiiner produced, or a 
monopoly on something the farmer 
was compelled to purchase during the 
other three, lias now changed his line 
of policy—and would be a Granger 
and write a book for the instruction of 
the farmer on “ When to Sell and Who 
to Sell to,” only for the slight draw­ 
back that the farmer remembers the 
new comer, and remembers how un­ 
fortunate was his advice in former 
times. Advice is the only article 
these gentlemen ever did offer the 
farmer at anything like its valuation. 
Just now their is a surfeit of the com­ 
modity and the only wonder is that 
amid such an avalanche of “disin­ 
terested,” eouusel, the farmer does cot 


find l^imself in doubt a* to what he 
really should do. 
He has, however, 
managed to work 
his 
way along 
pretty well. He makes great savings 
here, and hold it even there. As a 
general manager of his own business 
the Granger gives signs of ultimately 
provinga success. Ail he wanted was 
advice and he is getting oceans of 
that. 


Rev. B. 8. C a l d w e l l recent ly made 
a speech in Syracuse, New York, in

In the 
course of his tirade the ltev. idiot as­ 
serted that his father was killed by 
the Masons forty-seven y’ears ago. It 
is highly probable that it was the fool 
killer in place of the Masons that made 
away with the old man, and it is a 
pity he did not perform bis duty about 
twelve months before the date of Rev. 
B. S . C a l d w e l l ' s birth.

Unequal Taxation. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : I am the owner 
or land in Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and Santa Barbara counties, and hav­ 
ing had occasion to examine the as­ 
sessment roll for Los Angeles county, 
I find a remarkable difference in the 
assessed value of similar properties in 
the different counties. I find farming 
land assessed at $20an acre here, while 
similar lands, equally valuable, are 
assessed in Santa Barbara county at 
S9 per acre, and in San Francisco 
county at $12 per acre. Grazing lands 
of equal value are assessed here at two 
to four dollars per acre, and in Santa 
Barbara and other counties they are 
assessed at seventy-five cents to two 
dollars. 
Buildings in Los Angeles 
city are assessed at a valuation double 
that of San Francisco. I know one 
man in San Francisco who owns over 
$30,000 worth of horses, who is as­ 
sessed for three horses valued at $1,200. 
Another, who owns one team worth 
$10,000, is assessed for $000. 
Ami 
these are but two cases out of thous­ 
ands to be found upon the assessment 
roll of that city. Again, San Fran­ 
cisco has an enormous amount of un­ 
paid taxes—uncollected through the 
carelessness or favoritism of her offi­ 
cials. This, of course, makes the bur­ 
den heavier on those who do pay. 
Mark the injustice done Los Angeles 
county! She is paying State taxes far 
in excess of other counties; and com­ 
pared with San Francisco she is pay­ 
ing double the taxes upon actual cash 
values. Is there no remedy for this 
other than to adopt the same standard 
of value in vogue in other parts of the 
State?

A lal’road depot, a country tavern 
and store, one blacksmith shop, a neat 
little church costing3-3,800, a nice pub­ 
lic schoo home 
which cost nearly 
$4,000, two stories high, for a graded 
school, 
with a few 
farm 
houses 
scattered over the surrounding coun- 
tiy,consti¡utesthe village of Compton, 
if village it may he called, situated in 
as beautiful a section asean be found. 
This settlement is eight miles north 
of Wilmington, and twelve 
miles 
south of Los Angeles, on the Los An­ 
geles and San Pedro Railroad. The 
social and moral condition of the peo­ 
ple of Compton is first-class. Regu­ 
lar preaching is si stal ted every Sab­ 
bath in the church, ft la ge and inter­ 
esting Sunday school is maintained 
the year round, and a good graded 
school is kept up regularly, ten months 
each year. The school district num­ 
bers nearly two hundred children of 
school age. This settlement lies with­ 
in the limits of the artesian well dis­ 
trict, and it does one good this warm, 
dry season to see the wells flowing, 
throwing their cooling streams into 
the air, glistening in the sunlight and 
filling the channels marked out for 
them by the husbandman who util­ 
izes it in the production of as fine crops 
as grow anywhere. 
Thanks to Mr. G. D. Compton, who 
met us at the depot with his carriage 
and drove us first east, out across the 
Los Angeles river to the San Gabriel, 
m iking a circuí of a few miles through 
mis celebrated em u-producing region. 
This section is similar to the Los Nie­ 
tos country and is about equally re­ 
nowned for its immense yield of corn, 
barley, vines, and all kinds of vegeta­ 
bles, and as far as the cultivation of 
fruits have been tested, they prove a 
great success. We passed by ma y 
fields which yield annually one hun­ 
dred bushels of corn with very little 
cultivation, one hundred and twenty 
have been produced here.and frequent­ 
ly eighty bushels with no cultivation 
—no labor hut the planting and har­ 
vesting. W ith good cultivation, one 
hundred bushels of barley can here be 
produced; from sixty to eighty being 
an average yield. Six crops of alfalfa 
are cut in twelve months, yielding 
from twelve to fifteen tons to the 
acre. Here on the wild, unimproved 
lands is a growth of mustard standing 
ten or twelve feet high and beneath it 
is a heavy growth of blue-joint grass, 
burr-clover and al-filerea, forming a 
growth of several tons to the acre of 
the best feed upon which stock can 
subsist. 
In the bed of Los Angeles 
river and adjoining its banks and all 
along the course of the San Gabriel 
river, as well as in tiie low tracts, 
have sprung up a growth of willow, 
since the Americans commenced the 
settlement of this country, about six 
years ago, and the growth has been so 
rapid that one acre is now considered 
a conslant future supply for fuel for a 
family. 
It is estimated that some of 
the heaviest growths of this six-year- 
old willow timber laud will cut one 
hundred cords of wood to the acre. 
Who can estimate the value of this 
element of prosperity in this compar­ 
atively timoerless country? No irri­ 
gation is needed in all this section for 
the production of grains or fruits or 
even corn. We ought to give the im­ 
mense yield of the potato crops which 
have been produced here. From 300 
to 700 bushels to the acre have been 
raised in one crop. Mr. Compton told 
us that in one year lie sold $1,000 
worfh of potatoes from two acres of 
land. 
Of course this was an extra 
yield. Flowing w’ells, although really 
uot a necessity, here can be easily ob­ 
tained. Here I think we saw some of 
¡Ik* most perfect osage orauge hedges 
that ever grew. 
Before speaking of 
the price and more fully of the qual­ 
ity of these lands, we will mention, 
further, some of the extraordinary 
productions 
of this neighborhood, 
l’hese statements, together with the 
foregoing, were given to us by truth­ 
ful men, and may be relied on. Cab­ 
bage-heads have been raised here 
weighing thirty-six pounds; fifty-one 
pounds of sweet potatoes have been 
taken from one hill; three crops of 
barley from one sowing, being two 
volunteer crops, the third crop yield­ 
ing fifty bushels to theatre, have been 
produced. Thus we might partioular- 
ze, but ’tis unnecessary. 
¿\ow for the price of these lands ly­ 
ing from one to three or four miles 
from the depot at Compton, in the 
neighborhood of the Los Angeles and 
San Gabriel rivers, and almost all the 
unoccupied lands, ready, or nearly 
so, for the plow, and the lots or tracts 
are so laid off that a road or street ac­ 
commodates almost every forty acres:

as high as thirty-five and forty dollars. 
We passed by one improved line forty- 
acre tract for sale at fifty dollars per 
acre, including buildings, crops, etc., 
or less the crops, for forty dollars. If 
stockm en would consult tluir inter­ 
ests they would pay twenty-five or 
thirty dollars for these lands, rather 
than go back into the foothills or out 
on the mesa, or table lands, to buy, 
simply because they can get land for 
five dollars per acre. And why? Be­ 


cause one acre of these lands produce 
as much feed, and that, too, all the 
year round, as twenty acres of the 
cheap hill or table land. Now the 
question maybe asked, Are these loca­ 
tions healthy, in so close proximity 
to these rivers and where the land is 
so moist ? We answer, Yes. There is 
no malaria here; nothing to produce 
biliousness any more than in upland 
locations. 
Although the growth of 
vegetation is enormous, there are no 
frosts to kill it, but it dries up when it 
matures, and new vegetation is con­ 
stantly 
springing forth. 
The soil 
through all this section is a light, 
sandy loam. From what has been 
said, is it not plain ti» be seen and can­ 
not our Eastern friends understand 
that this land is cheap at thirty, forty, 
and even sixty and seventy-five dol­ 
lars per acre? We say to immigrants, 
to all looking for homes in this beau­ 
tiful valley—this most lovely section 
of Southern California,—you'will find 
these lands as we have described them, 
and they are for sa'e. Most of the land 
alluded to is in the hunds of G. D. 
Compton, land agent.

Another Pioneer Gone. 


The Express thus comments upon 
fie death of John Reed, an old and 
well remembered citizen of this coun­ 
ty: “ At four o’clock yesterday after­ 
noon, John Reed, one of the earliest 
pioneers of California, died at his 
home, on the Puente ranch. 
Mr. 
Reed came here at the same time Mr. 
Workman, Mr. Rowland and others 
arrived, in 1837, or thereabouts. His 
brother, James Reed, died about two 
years ago, and they both enjoyed a 
wide celebrity as trappers and hunters 
among early frontiersmen. 
During 
the Mexican war, Mr. Iiecd, like all 
the Americans here at the time, and 
many of the native Californians too, 
espoused the cause of his 
native 
country, and rendered vuluable ser­ 
vice to the 
American 
arms and 
interest. 
Ho was a son-in-law of 
the late John Rowland, father of 
our present Sheriff, and had a valuable 
estate in the Puente ranch. During 
the early immigration of the gold- 
seekers across the plains Mr. Reed’s 
hospitality and generosity were pro­ 
verbial. He was kind of heart, warm 
of disposition, 
and dispensed his 
bounties with a liberal hand. He was 
about fifty-six years of age, and dies 
regretted by all who knew him. His 
funeral took place this (Monday) after­ 
noon, and was attended by the Vet­ 
erans of the Mexican War, the Ma­ 
sonic Order, and a host of friends from 
every walk of life.” 


Where is Tom Collins? 


A card emanating from the New 
York Postoffice passed through the 
office at this place last Saturday, 
which is something of a curiosity in 
its way. The card seems to be a sort 
of scape-goat upon which everybody 
has laid hands with maledictions as it 
passed through the various Postoffices 
of the country. On the back is a com­ 
ical picture, executed with a pen, of 
four men apparently searching in­ 
tently for something or somebody. 
One has a pistol, another a club, the 
third a knife and the last a gun. They 
are looking for Tom Collins. The face 
of the cardf is thus diversified with su­ 
perscriptions: “ Where’s Tom Collins? 
Left Trement House; gone to the vil­ 
lage of St. Louis. 
New York, June- 
26th.” 
“ Several parties in the St. 
Louis Postoffice are looking for Tom- 
and-Jerry. 
St. Louis, Juue 30th.” 
“ Swindled everybody and left the 
burg. Chicago, June 29th.” 
“ Not i n 
Los Angeles; said to be speculating in 
corner lots in San Diego. Los Angeles, 
July 11th.” From here the card was 
forwarded to San Diego, and thence 
we suppose it will in time find its way 
back to the New York Postoffice, after 
making its curious journey over the ¡ 
length and breadth of the United 
States.
